1. General: Mission C157C (Canned Route 5007) was 
alerted at the 2000Z, 11 April 1967 Project Headquarters 
Weather .Briefing for 13 April overflight. This mission was 
sometimes ref erred to as the "north submarine pen route”. 
Take off from I I 13 April.

I - Total time of flight was 6+30 of 
which 2+32 hours was spent over denied area. Time over the 
control point was one minute early. This route was primarily 
designed to obtain photographic coverage on ChiCom submarine 
activity in the Dairen, Tsing Tao and Shanghai complexes. 

This mission was flown as briefed over the primary area of 
interest up to 2900N 12200E (approximately 50NM northeast 

of Luchiao AF) . Pilot option route deviation was made at 
this point because the last two flight lines were completely 
obscured by clouds.

Briefed 
route was flown to 2900N 12200E. Overflight of denied area 


was terminated at this point. Of 

the 45 COMOR targets programmed ior coverage were covered. 
An additional 51 other COMOR targets were photographed plus 
15 bonus targets for a total of 95. Weather was better than 
briefed. At the Go-No-Go weather forecast, Category II 
weather was predicted to just north of Shanghai. Actual 
weather held true to this point, but an additional pocket of 
good weather opened up south of Shanghai which permitted 
coverage on two additional flight lines that had appeared 
marginal at launch time.
